Giving  further  time  for  registering  claims  to 
lands  lit  the  late  district  of  Arkansaw,  in  the 
territory  of  Missouri,  and  for  other  purpo- 
ses. 

HE.  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  He- 
presentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  every  person  or  per- 
sons claiming  lands  in  the  late  dislritof  Arkan- 
satv,  in  the  territory  of  Missouri,  who  are  actu- 
al settlers  oil  the  land  which  they  claim,  and 
whose  claims  hare  not  been  heretofore  filed 
with  the  recorder  of  land  titles  for  the  territo- 
ry of  Missouri,  shall  be  allowed  until  the  first 
day  of  Januiy  next,  to  deliver  notices  in  writ- 
ing and  the  written  evidence  of  their  claims 
to  the  recorder  of  land  titles  in  the  territory 
aforesaid  ; and  the  notices  and  evidences  so 
delivered  within  the  time  limited  by  this  act, 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  same  manner,  and  on 
payment  of  the  same  lees,  as  if  the  same  had 
been  delivered  before  the  first  day  of  July,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight ; but  the 
right  of  such  persons  as  shall  neglect  so  do- 
ing, within  the  time  limited  by  this  act,  shall, 
so  far  as  they  are  derived  from  or  founded  on 
any  act  of  Congress,  ever  after  be  barred  and 
become  void,  and  the  evidences  of  their  claims 
never  after  admitted  as  evidence  in  any 
claim  of  the  United  States,  against  any  grant 
derived  from  the  U.  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  re- 
colder  of  land  titles  for  the  territory  of  Mis- 
souri, shall  have  the  same  powers  and  perform 
the  same  duties  in  every  respect  in  relation  to 
the  claims  that  may  be  filed  according  to  the 
preceding  section,  as  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners for  ascertaining  and  adjusting  claims 
to  lands  in  the  district  of  Louisiana,  would 
have  bad  or  should  have  performed,  if  such 
notice  had  been  tiled  and  such  evidence  deliv- 
ered before  tiie  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  e.ght,  except  that  his  deci- 
sions shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  of  Con 
grcss. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  recorder  of  land  ti- 
tles, to  make  to  the  commissioner  of  the  gene- 
ral land  office  a renort  of  ail  claims  filed  with 
said  recorder,  with  the  substance  of  the  evi- 
dence in  support  thereof;  and  also  his  opinion, 
and  such  remarks  respecting  the  claims  as  he 
may  think  proper  to  make;  which  report,  to- 
gether with  a list  of  the  claims  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  said  recorder  ought  to  be  con- 
firmed, shall  belaid  by  tbe  commissioner  of 
the  general  land  office  before  congress  for  their 
determination.

In  this 
route  experiencing  constant  thick  fogs  tor  a 
number  of  days,  and  not  meeting  any  tiling,  af- 
ter reaching  the  latitude  of  48  N.  (steered  to 
the  S.  E.  towards  the  Azores,  off  which,  in  dif- 
ferent directions,  I continued  until  the  6th  ol 
June,  without  meeting  a single  enemy’s  vessel, 
or  any  others,  except  two  Americans.’  At  this 
time  falling  m with  an  American  ship  hound 
to  Cadiz,  ar.il  receiving  information  that  she 
had,  four  days  before,  passed  an  enemy's  con- 
voy from  the  West  Indies  bound  to  England, 
I crowded  sail  to  the  N.  E.  and,  although  dis- 
appointed in  falling  in  with  the  convoy,  I ne- 
vertheless made  four  captures,  between  the 
9th  and  13th  of  June. 

Being  now  in  the  lat  of  46  N.  and  long  23 
w 1 determined  on  going  into  the  North  Sea, 


ion,  I stood  toward  them  until  making  out 
what  they  were,  I hauled  by  the  wind  on  the 
opposite  tack  to  avoid  them;  hut,  owing  to 
Lint,  variable  winds,  calms,  anil  entire  day 
light  (the  sun  ill  that  lat.  at  that  season,  ap- 
pearing at  midnight  several  degress  above  ihe 
horizon)  they  were  enabled  to  continue  the 
chase  upwards  of  8J  hours  ; during  which  i >me, 
owing  to  different  changes  of  vhe  wind  m their 
favor,  they  were  brought  quite  as  near  lo  us 
as  was  desirable.  At  the  time  of  meeting  with 
the  enemy’s  two  ships,  the  privateer  sc.,  o n r 
Scourge,  of  New  York,  which  I had  fallen  in 
with  the  day  before,  was  in  company  ; but  their 
attention  was  so  much  engrossed  liv  the  presi- 
dent that  they  permitted  the  Scourge  to  escape 
Without  appearing  to  take  any  notice  of  lief. 

Being  thus  disappointed  in  meeting  with  the 
convoy,  and  a still  further  portion  of  mv  provi- 
sions being  expended,  I ile  eruuneil  to  proceed 
to  a more  westerly  station,  St  accordingly  steer- 
ed to  gain  the  direction  of  the  trade  passing 
out  of  and  into  the  Irish  Channel.  In  tins  po- 
sition between  tlie  2ath  of  July  and  2d  of  Au- 
gust, 1 made  three  captures,  when  finding  that 
the  enemy  had  a superior  force  in  that  v.cini- 
tv,  1 found  it  expedient  to  change  my  ground  ; 
and  after  taking  a circuit  round  Ireland,  and 
getting  into  the  latitude  of  Cape  Clear,  steer- 
ed for  the  Banks  of  Newfoundland,  near  to 
which  1 made  two  more  captures,  and  nv  the 
latter  one  found  that  the  Bellerophon  74  and 
Hyperion  frigate  were  on  the  eastern  part  of 
the  Bank,  and  only  a few  miles  Vo  the  West- 
ward ot  me;  1 however  did  not  fall  in  with, 
them.  From  the  eastern  edge  of  the  Grand 
Bank,  lo  wh>ch  I had  beat  all  the  way  front 
ihe  N.  W.  coast  ol  Ireland  (the  wind  having 
prevailed,  without  inte.i  mission,  t'rorA  tin  1st 
of  August  to  the  middle  of  Sept  from  we-,  to 
south-west)  1 steered  for  the  United  Slates, 
without  se  mg  a single  vessel  of  any  kind  un- 
til the  22d  nf  the  present  month,  being  near 
i lie  south  Shoal  of  Nantucket,  I met  with  a 
Swedish  brig  and  an  American  cartel  (the 
Russian  ship  llolfnung)  from  Loudon,  hound 
to  New  Bedford. 

By  .his  time  my  provisions,  and  particular- 
ly bread,  was  so  nearly  consumed  as  to  make 
it  indispensably  necessary  that  I should  put 
in'.,  the  lu-st  convenient  port  after  gaining  toe 
requisite  information  of  die  disposition  of  the 
enemy’s  cruizers  as  could  enable  me  to  steer 
clear  of  a superior  force ; and  this  t was  ena- 
bled 10  do  in  a manner  which  1 shall  rominn- 
nicate  in  another  letter.

I have  now,  however,  only  55  prisoners  on 
board  having  sent  to  England  on  parole  78  in 
the  Duke  of  Montrose,  76  in  the  Greenland 
ship  Eliza  Swan,  and  62  in  the  barque  Lion, 
ol  Liverpool. 

During  my  cruize,  altho’  I have  not  had  it 
in  my  power  to  add  any  additional  lustre  to 
the  character  of  our  little  navy,  1 have  never-  ‘ 
thelcss  rendered  essential  service  to  my  c un- 
try, 1 hope,  by  harassing  the  enemy’s  com- 
merce, and  employing  to  his  disadvantage 
m. ire  than  a dozen  times  the  lorce  ofu  single 
frigate. 

.My  officers  and  crew  have  experienced 
great  privations  since  I left  the  U.  States,  from 
being  nearly  five  months  at  sea,  and  living 
the  last  three  months  of  that  time  uponascan- 
tv  allowance  of  the  roughest  fare ; and  it  is 
with  peculiar  pleasure  1 acquaint  you  that 
they  are  all  m belter  health  than  might  be 
expected,  altho’  you  may  well  suppose  that 
their  scanty  allowance  has  not  been  ol  any  ad- 
vantage to  their  strength  or  appearance. 

The  High  Fiver  was  commanded  by  Lieut- 
Hutchinson,  second  of  the  St.  D .mmicu.  She 
is  a remarkably  fine  vessel  of  her  class,  sails 
very  fast,  and  would  make  an  excellent  light 
cruizi-r,  provided  the  government  have  occa- 
sion for  a vessel  of  her  description. 

Just  at  the  moment  of  closing  my  letter,  a 
newspaper  has  been  handed  me,  containing 
capt  Broke’s  challenge  to  mv  late  gallant 
triend,  capt.  Lawrence,  ill  which  lie  mentions 
with  considerable  emphasis  the  pains  he  Had 
taken  to  meet  the  President  and  Congress  with 
the  Shannon  and  Tenedos. 

It  is  unnecessary  at  present  to  take  further 
notice  ot  capt.  Broke’s  observations  than  to 
say,  ii  that  was  bis  disposition,  bis  conduct 
was  so  glaringly  opposite  as  to  authorize  a ve- 
ry contrary  belief.
